gid investigation of the attempt on 
the Prince Regent's life. They are 
of the opinion that others may be 
implicated in a plot to assassinate 
Hirchito.

Along 
with it there is a humorous dramatization of 
the contrast between the old and the new 
methods of agriculture, as for instance the 
difference between plowing with an ox and with 
a tractor. 


The great geographical extent and diversity 


in habitation and customs of Russia are repre- 
sented by abodes actually transported from 
Polar regions, Central Asia, the Caucasus, the 
Black Sea, and so on—people living in the 
houses according to their usual habit. Another 
well-organized exhibit is the one which shows 
the village homes of the peasants from the 
poorest to the best. 
In connection with this 


exhibit is a model home and a model commun- 
ity house. These homes are furnished, and in 
some of them the women are engaged in home 
industries—lace-making, rug-weaving, and so 
on. 


The exhibit of the Cooperatives 'which oc- 


cupier, two large buildings is a central feature 
of the Fair. One gets a comprehensive idea of 
the enormous business transacted on the coop- 
erative plan in Russia, and a most favorable 
impression of a sound system of standardiza- 
tion of goods and prices.

Was Hughes Tricked Into 


"Red Panic?" 


rAS Secretary of Stale Hughes 


tricked into a "red" panic by the 


William J. Burns Detective agency, or is 
he deliberately seeking to mislead the 
people of the country as to the existence 
of an alleged treasonable 
conspiracy 


against the nation to bolster his own 
prejudices against Russia? 


Answers to this question will be im- 


mediately sought by members of Con- 
gress who are indignant at the attempt 
of Hughes to throw a scare into the peo- 
ple for which they believe there is not 
the slightest foundation. 


Senator William E. Borah has served 


notice on Secretary Hughes that he must 
make good on his charges or be com- 
pelled to stand forth before the nation 
as the most pitiable and unprincipled 
man who ever held public office. 


To that end, immediately after Con- 


gress reconvenes. Senator Borah will be- 
gin an investigation through the com- 
mittee on labor and education to deter- 
mine the source of the communication 
offered by the State Department as war- 
rant for its recent curt and brutal rejec- 
tion of the proffer of the Russian gov- 
ernment to meet in conference to discuss 
points at variance between the respective 
governments. 


The machinery for an inquiry is al- 


ready at hand in the form of a resolu- 
tion offered last week by Senator Burton 
K. Wheeler, of Montana, demanding an 
investigation of the extensive spy sys- 
tem that has been established by the 
Burns, Pinkerton, Thiel and other de- 
tective agencies. 


Senator Wheeler has gathered a mass 


of evidence bearing on the activity of 
the spies that will, he says, prove con- I 
clusively that the alleged communist in- 
structions to the Workers' Party in this 
country were manufactured in the office 


• of one of these detective agencies. 
He 


declares that when Congress has before 
it the alleged intercepted document it 
\yill be a comparatively easy matter to 
show that it is spurious and that it was 
forged for the specific purpose to which 
it was put by the Secretary of State. 


The failure of the Secretary to give the 


d-atc oE the alleged conspiracy instruc- 
tions, in the mind of many members of 
Congress, instantly revealed its un- 
worthiness. The fact that Hughes later 
supplied this omission, saying that it 
bears date of last August., has not served 
io increase confidnncc in his sincerity or 
I lie authenticity of his "evidence." 


Last summer 
Attorney 
Frank 
E. 


Walsh, taking testimony in the Bridge- 
man, 
Mich., alleged spy plot, wrung 


from undcr-co'.-er men and agents pro- 
vocateur of the Burns and Thiel agen- 
cies confessions that much of the data 
upon which Former Ally. Gen. Mitchell 
A. Palmer made his spectacular raids 
was manufactured by private detectives 
and by federal secret service men who 
are also in the pay of Burns, Pinkerton 
and Thiel. 


It was then shown that the meeting 


at Bridgeman was arranged by these de- 
tectives, that the "evidence." used to 
prosecute misguided fanatics was manu- 
factured by the detectives, and that back 
of the whole proceeding were such or- 
ganizations as the National Security 
League and some employers' organiza- 
tions that are out to destroy organiza- 
tions of employes. 


Impartial investigators, after years of 


painstaking inquiry, were unable to es- 
tablish a single fact to support any of 
the wild charges made by Palmer. The 
failure of the government to press prose- 
cution against men and women taken in 
the raid is pointed to as further conclu- 
sive evidence that Palmer had been de- 
ceived or had-perpetrated a great hoax 
upon the people. 


It is believed here that the proposed 


investigation of the spy system will de- 
velop the biggest sensation in years. 
That' it will involve the Department of 
Justice in many of the clumsy concoc- 
tions of the past few years seems to be 
certain. 


The close affiliation between the Burns 


agency and the federal investigating bu- 
reau will, according to Senator Wheeler, 


be aifted until every fact is exposed. 


"When the public knows the truth," 


declared Senator Wheeler today, "it will 
be able accurately to estimate the damn- 
able methods that have been employed 
by governmental officials during the past 
few years, of which the Hughes charge 
is the latest example."

Members of Congress who have been 


pressing for the spy inquiry are in.great 
glee over the Hughes incident, feeling 
that it has so aroused certain influential 
members that they will insist that the 
situation be probed to the bottom. • 


It has been charged that the Burns, 


Pinkerton, Thiel and other detective 
agencies have been manufacturing "red" 
plots to keep timid employers in a con- 
stant state of apprehension and secure 
employment • for spies. 
If the public 


were to become convinced that there is 
not the slightest danger to any national 
interest, it is stated, the under-cover 
men and the agents-provocateur, now 
numbered by the thousands, would be 
out of jobs. 


If Secretary Hughes desires that the 


public shall be fully informed on spy op- 
erations, he has adopted the best plan of 
developing the information. 


If a private detective.forged the docu- 


ment quoted by the Secretary of State, 
he dug the grave of the spy system in 
this country, it is now being stated in 
Washington. Senator Borah in his pres- 
ent frame of mind promises a long period 
of trouble for the private detective, who 
is to be brought out into the open, that 
everybody may know him for what he 
actually is.

William Jennings Bryan Says He Favors Taxation Plan that Will Help 


come, Says Taxes Can Be Reduced And The Bonus Paid 


Man of Small In- 


W. J. 62VAH 


William Jennings Bryan does not look for 


favorable action on the recommendations made 
by Secretary of the Treasury Mellon for gen- 
eral reduction of taxes at 
the present session of con- 
gress. He believes that tax- 
ation will assume its place 
as the dominant issue of the 
national campaign next year 
and that in their platform 
the democrats will go even 
further 
than 
the 
Mellon 


plan contemplates 
in advo- 


cacy of reduced taxes. They 
will ' not, in 
Mr. 
Bryan's 


opinion, concur in the pro- 
posal to drop the bonus. 


Mr. Bryan, if he has his 


way, will have a voice and a vote in the demo- 
cratic national convention next year. He was 
not a delegate to the 1920 convention, but 
got in on a proxy. 
The commoner is a can- 


didate for delegate-at-large from Florida, his 
home state iby adoption. He will have opposi- 
tion, but hopes to overcome this^. 


In a recent interview Mr. Bryan said 
the 


present session of congress would prove one of 
the most important in the last 20 years. 


"Divisions will bo forced and controversies 


begun more bitter than for a long while," Mr. 
Bryan said. "This session of congress will, very 
largely, determine the issues for 1924, and as 
issues determine candidates, it may determine 
who shall run." 


"Taxation,' in all probability, will be the big 


issue of the campaign. 


"I believe in re-enactment of the excess prof- 


it tax. The excess profit tax amounted to $450,- 
000,000 
a year prior to the passage oE the 


last revenue law. The re-enactment of the ex- 
cess profit tax would enable the congress to re- 
duce the taxation on the masses to the extent 
of that sum. In addition to the reduction—it 
would be possible without re-enactment of that 
law—I think the democrats will favor a bigger 
reduction than Secretary .Mellon proposes, and 
favor it along lines more helpful to people of 
small income." 


"But would not the reduction you propose 


be an obstacle to payment of the bonus?" Mr. 
Bryan was asked. 


"Not at all," was his reply. "The bonus can 


be paid out of special taxes 'in part and in 
part out of the proceeds from long-term bonds. 
I think it will be found that friends oE the 
(bonus will not only find ways of financing it 
without an increase in taxation, but will favor 
an even greater decrease in taxes" than Secre- 
tary Me'llon's plan provides. 
Wait until thi 


fight over the revenue bill begins and the ses- 
sions of 'congress will be worth attending." 


"Do you think prohibition will figure prom- 


inently in the campaign?" 


"The relative importance of prohibition will 


•he determined by what is done between new 
and the convention," he replied. "There may-be 
some legislative action-in congress that would 
virtually eliminate prohibition as an issue. Pro- 
hibition being the permanent policy of the 
country, it can be an issue pnlj when reaction 
is threatened. If once there were a formidable 
movement against prohibition, so as to actually 
threaten the policy, it would not only be an 'is- 
sue, but the paramount issue."
